display on the green in front of Town Hall as cars dating 
from 1972 and earlier were lined up to shine once more 
in the sun during the Fifth Annual Car Cruise. Other 
contests included a bake off, an antique wagon contest as 
well as awards for the best restored tractors.

extraordinary that those on attendance could get no closer 
than several hundred feet from the fire. 

Sunday's events began quietly with Dr. Leo 
Christian of the First Congregational Church of Rochester 
leading a morning services under a tent that had been 
erected in front in front of the historic church. The quiet 
did not last long, however, as the annual theme parade 
kicked off at 10:00 am under the roar of what seemed like 
every tractor and piece of farm equipment in Rochester. 
Cowpokes, Native American warriors, posses, show- 
girls and outlaws made their way through the streets 
of Rochester on floats depicting life in the ''Wild West" 
while many of the residences along the parade route were 
dressed up to be a part of the fun as front lawns became 
teepeed villages, ranches and saloons for the day. The 
procession included several dozen floats, antique ve- 
hicles of every shape and description and a brigade of fire 
trucks, police cars and ambulances from Rochester and 
neighboring towns as well as a division of well-armed 
vehicles from the Fighting Iron Military Show that made 
camp at the back of the fairgrounds throughout the week- 
end. 

The fair concluded late Sunday afternoon after 
another full day of contests, blooming onions and family- 
oriented entertainment. Organizers estimated that at- 
tendance numbered into the thousands for the three-day 
event, but had no way of calculating an exact number 
since entrance to the fair was free and no tickets were

Sponsored by Marion's Veterans of Foreign Wars 
(VFW) Benjamin D. Gushing Post No. 2425, the event 
began as the brainchild of VFW member Joe Zora some 30 
years ago as an "end of summer party" which was held 
at Silvershell Beach.

The board next met with Steve and Mary Kelleher 
to discuss the parking situation along Reservation Road. 
According to the Kellehers, guests and residents were 
until recently able to park alongside the east side of their 
road, but it is now posted as "no parking.'' 

"It's basically a dead-end street off Route 6/ 
Fairhaven Road ... with five houses on it/' Ms. Kelleher 
said. "Before August 2007 on-street parking was allowed 
all along the east side of the road. After that, two 'no 
parking' signs were put in prohibiting parking about 300 
yards in to Route 6 on that side. So my question is: where 
do we park?" 

Ms. Kelleher suggested that a resident at 3 Reser- 
vation Road raised some safety issues with the parking re- 
cently and the bus traffic transporting kids to the YMCA's 
Camp Massasoit facility during their eight-week summer 
session. This led to the posting of the signs. But she drew 
comparisons to Shaw Street in which a much higher vol- 
ume of bus traffic going into Old Hammondtown School 
travels along a similar road with the very same parking 
configuration. 

"We've lived there for 20 years and it's simply 
unfair to eliminate all on-street parking options," Ms. 
Kelleher said. "Summer camp is over and we're asking 
the board to disallow these signs." 

"I can only act on the complaints of residents," 
said Mattapoisett Safety Officer Justin King. "I went out 
and observed the traffic, along with Sergeant Anthony 
Days, and we recommended the signs be posted based on 
what we saw." 

"We did it because of the traffic backup, we did 
it because of safety reasons and we did come before the 
Board of Selectmen to make a recommendation to install 
the signs," Police Chief Mary Lyons said. "We have par- 
ents dropping off children in the morning and we have

them picking them up in the afternoon. It's not just three 
buses during the summer. The signs were legally posted 
with the permission of the Board of Selectmen.'' 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham confirmed 
that the signs were, in fact, installed on July 27, 2007 after 
receiving a written notice of the Selectmen's vote taken 
earlier that month. 

"My concern is the width of that road — whether 
we allow or disallow parking there," Chairman Lombard 
said after listening to the Kelleher's presentation. "It's 
an extreme concern especially when emergency vehicles 
need to gain access down there. We've got an 18- or 
19-foot wide roadway and if you've got a fire engine 
that needs to get down there, parked cars would create 
a problem. I'm not ready to make a change because I see 
the number of people that go down there ... it's a popular 
recreational area." 

"I would feel comfortable leaving the 'no parking' 
signs the way they are and send a letter to the Reservation 
Golf Club asking them to remind golfers not to park along 
the street," Selectman Randall agreed. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to keep 
the 'no parking' signs as-is along Reservation Road and 
not make any changes. 

The board also considered a request to place a 
stop sign in front of the Mattapoisett Free Public Library 
on Barstow Street where cars exit from their new parking 
lot.

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera noted they need to review the rules and regula- 
tions for eligibility for the senior work-off program in 
Rochester. Mr. LaCamera noted he was asked to take over 
the administration of this program shortly after being 
hired and the Rochester Council on Aging (COA) has 
asked him to review the minimum income requirements 
for eligibility 

'T do think we need to aim this program at a dif- 
ferent income level/' Selectman McGaffey said. "I have 
no problem increasing it, but I do think we need to look at 
that $60,000 requirement."

An event of great importance for Plymouth County and 
southeastern Massachusetts is about to happen. The Plymouth 
Board of Selectmen, at their August 12 meeting, voted unani- 
mously to support the County Commissioners' efforts to protect 
the Plymouth County Farm: $300,000 in Community Preserva- 
tion Act funds from the Town was offered to the County to help 
maintain the programs and infrastructure of the Farm by placing 
a conservation restriction on the land. Getting the CR in place re- 
quires acceptance of the offer by the Commissioners, (who have 
expressed their firm support for preserving the farm) and the 
Commissioners are hosting a public discussion on September 2.

The petting zoo and the farm stand 
are visited by children and adults, school groups, scouts and 
clubs from all over the county — children learn where the food 
on their tables originates 

• Locally grown produce has become more and more 
sought after throughout the country. People are scrambling to 
find vegetables grown close to home, which are fresher and 
avoid transportation costs. Farmer's markets are flourishing and 
bringing economic development to small towns and downtown 
areas in larger towns and cities. 

• The agricultural work program for the prisoners has 
been recognized as a model for its success in rehabilitation and 
for breaking the cycle of dependency. These men return to our

written by war veterans/' said Rob Gonsalves, who 
coordinates Movie Night. "William Wharton (A Mid- 
night Clear) served in World War 11. So did Joseph Heller 
{Catch-22). Humphrey Cobb {Paths of Glory) fought in 
World War I. Dalton Trumbo (Johnny Got His Gun) didn't 
serve, but he wrote his book after reading an article about 
a badly-disfigured soldier. So most of these stories were 
written by people who'd been there." 

The series kicks off on September 8 with Paths of 
Glory (1957), a World War I drama starring Kirk Douglas 
and directed by Stanley Kubrick. The film explores the 
meaning of "cowardice" and "honor" in the context of 
combat. 

Catch-22 (1970), directed by Mike Nichols and 
based on the famous novel by Joseph Heller, follows on 
October 6. Alan Arkin leads an all-star cast as Yossarian, 
a bomber pilot who confronts the circular logic of war: if 
you want to go up and fly bomber missions, you're insane 
and you don't have to fly; if you don't want to fly mis- 
sions, you're sane and you have to fly. The movie is rated 
R for strong violence and brief nudity. 

Johnny Got His Gun (1971), written and directed 
by Dalton Trumbo based on his novel, focuses on Joe Bon- 
ham (Timothy Bottoms), a soldier in World War I who has 
been hit by a shell and has lost all his limbs and his eyes, 
ears, mouth and nose. He struggles to communicate de- 
spite his injuries.

the Acushnet River with about 4,000 troops landed from 
36 transport ships. During the raid houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point in 
Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed by 
British troops. It took years for the local waterfront indus- 
tries to recover from the raid of September 5 and 6, 1778. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 6 and 7, 
members of the Fairhaven Village Militia and will once 
again remember the British attack during a weekend 
encampment at Fort Phoenix. Men, women and children 
dressed in period clothing will reenact life in 1778 and 
talk about the history of the fort. They will also be demon- 
strating campfire cooking, fire starting with flint and steel, 
musket ball casting, military drilling, loading and firing 
flintlock muskets and rifles, spinning wool and more. 
Visitors may try their hand at tomahawk throwing and 
children's games of the period. 

One of the highlights of the weekend will be the 
firing of the fort's five cannons, scheduled for dusk, about 
7:00 pm on Saturday. When fired near sundown, the can- 
nons' plumes of flames and smoke make a spectacular 
sight. 

The Fairhaven Village Militia, which is sponsor- 
ing the event along with the Fairhaven Office of Tourism, 
is made up of about a 25 members who are on duty at 
Fort Phoenix during the summer to pass along its unique 
history.

The House Bunny. Starring Anna Paris and Colin Hanks. Di- 
rected by Fred Wolf. Running time: 98 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

I have serious problems with The House Bunny as a movie that girls 
and young women are going to be watching and perhaps emulating, 
but Anna Paris, that great clown princess, helped me look past many 
of them. Paris has been around throughout this decade, mostly in the 
margins of other people's movies, saying sweetly lunkheaded things 
or falling over; she has been the unifying element of the scattershot 
Scary Movie series, and when she finally got her own vehicle — the 
stoner comedy Smiley Face, (barely) released earlier this year — the 
script let her down. As a fan of Paris, I hope The House Bunny does 
for her what Legally Blonde did for Reese Witherspoon (the same two 
female scripters wrote both films), though I also hope Paris holds onto 
her particular comic edge (Witherspoon didn't). 

Paris is Shelley, a bunny at the Playboy Mansion who gets booted 
out before she can realize her dream of being Miss November. Hugh 
Hefner is in the movie, so the Playboy ethos and lifestyle don't come 
in for much, if any, criticism; it's as if Gloria Steinem never wrote "A 
Bunny's Tale" forty-five years ago. Shelley finds herself at the doorstep 
of an endangered sorority house, Zeta Alpha Zeta (the initials may 
be a tribute to the Zucker-Abrahams-Zucker comedy trio, of Airplane 
and The Naked Gun and two of the Scary Movies, known in the trades 
as ZAZ). The Zetas are nerds and geeks, so nobody will pledge to 
their house; Shelley's solution is a Pabulous Makeover for the girls, 
so as to attract boys. 

The House Bunny, like Legally Blonde, says that it's okay to be 
superficial as long as you're also kind and keep the sisterhood in 
mind. Every boy in the movie is a dunce, with the exception of Colin 
Hanks as a student who goes on progressively unsuccessful dates 
with Shelley, who tries too hard both times to impress him. Pirst she 
plays the blonde bombshell, and that goes nowhere; then, having 
been disabused of her notion that "boys don't like girls who are too 
smart," she hits the library and buries herself in books, accumulates 
a lot of data without context, and recites facts from index cards. No- 
where in this does she learn that maybe knowledge is beneficial for 




oneself, not just to snag a cute guy. (Nor does she have occasion to use 
any of the information that might' ve penetrated her skull — at least 
Reese Witherspoon used her knowledge of perms to get Ali Larter 
off a murder rap.) 

You will also wait in vain for the movie to notice that there isn't 
much difference between the Playboy Mansion and the sorority system. 
Post-makeover, the girls find themselves being as snotty as the rival 
sisters who want to take over their house, but this is glossed over with 
a speech, after which the girls decide to modify their style halfway 
between their own and Shelley's (again with the focus on looks). Just 
give up the house and reject the whole rotten Greek system, I thought to 
myself, but no. The movie attracted some grumbling from the real-life 
sorority Zeta Tau Alpha, who felt that the fictional sorority's name 
and logo were insultingly close to theirs, and on a Greek message 
board, someone posted that those who made the movie are just GDIs 
jealous of the superior Greeks who'll get better jobs and make more 
money. Nice. "GDI," incidentally, is the frat term for non-Greeks; it 
stands for God Damned Independent. Doubly nice. This is the system 
the movie wants its heroines to be a part of. 

But, again, Anna Paris redeems a lot of it. Whether it's Shelley's 
unique pronunciation of "philanthropy" or the table- wrecking results 
of her second date (if even "I drink your milkshake" became a catch- 
phrase, Shelley's hapless "Sorry for the gravity" deserves to), Paris 
plays dumb so warmly and with such endearing quirks (the weird 
vocal thing she does when repeating someone's name) that we just 
give in to her, even if, once again, the movie isn't worthy of her. Now 
I'd like to see her play smart and just as funny, and in a movie that 
doesn't require her to show her butt or wear bunny ears.
